WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt climaxed the 
signing of a United Nations relief 
agreement today with the declara- 
tion that it, coupled with the re- 
cent Moscow documents, shows 
that “we mean business in this 


war in a political and humani- 
tarian sense just as surely as we 
mean business in a military sense.’ 

“It is one more strong link join- 
ing the United Nations in facing 
problems of mutual need and in- 
terest,’ he said at the conclusion 
of a White House ceremony in 
which representatives of 43 coun- 
tries joined with the United States 
in creating the United Nations re- 
lief and rehabilitation administra- 
tion to feed, clothe and revive war 
stricken nations. 


The President spoke in the his- = 


toric East Room. He faced Rep- 
resentatives of the other United 
Nations and those associated with 
‘them, as well as the French Na- 
tional Committee of Liberation, 
who had affixed their signatures 
to the document pledging each to 
feed and clothe the millions op- 
pressed by the Axis and, as Roose- 
.velt put it, to build for the future 

“a world of decency and security 
and peace.” 

Representatives. of the 44 coun- 
tries will journey to Atlantic City, 
N. J., tomorrow for discussions on 
policies and practical means of 
accomplishing their stupendous 
relief task. 


Text of Address. 

The text of Roosevelt's address: 

“Here in the White House seated 
about a table in the historic East 
Room are representatives of 44 
nations—United Nations and those 
associated with them. 

“The people of these 44 nations 
include approximately 80 per cent 
of the human race, now united by 
a common devotion to the cause of 
civilization and by a common de- 
termination to build for the future 
a world of decency and security 
and peace. 

“Representatives of these 44 na- 
tions have just signed an agree- 
ment creating the United Nations’ 
Relief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration — commonly known as 
UNRRA. 

“This agency will help to put into 
practical effect some of the high 
purposes that were set forth in the 
declaration of the United Nations 
on Jan. 1, 1942.

NASSAU, Bahamas, Nov. 9 (AP). 
—Young, red-haired Nancy Oakes 
de Marigny spoke out in a tearful 
witness stand appearance today in 
behalf of her husband who is 
charged with the murder of her 
father, and the defense immedi- 
ately rested, 

Both she and the defendant, Al- 
fred de Marigny, wept during her 
brief story, in which she struck 
back at prosecution implications 
that her husband is a fortune 
seeker and that he caused her to 
become pregnant while she still 
was seriously ill of typhoid fever. 

She remained composed most of 
the time she was on the stand in 
Bahamas Supreme Court, but gave 
signs of breaking down when she 
told of receiving word in the 
United States last July 8 that her 
multimillionaire father, Sir Harry 
Oakes, had been beaten on the 
head and left to die on a blazing 
bed in a bedroom of his estate, 
Westbourne. 

She gave way to her emotions, 
finally, when she told how Capt. 
James O, Barker of the Miami po- 
lice told her in a telephone con- 
versation that her husbarfd killed 
her father. | 

De Marigny cried softly into his 
handkerchief when his wife start- 
ed her testimony. He quickly 
gained control of himself, how- 
ever, and watched her closely 


‘throughout her recital, 


After a brief cross-examination 
by the baiiere: Godfrey Higgs, chief 
defense council, announced that 
defense testimony was complete, 
and requested overnight adjourn- 
ment, It was granted. 

The case will go to the jury to- 
morrow or Thursday, depending 
on the amount of time consumed 
in attorneys’ summation and the 
charge by Chief Justice Sir Oscar 
Bedford Daly. 

Looks at Husband. 


Pale and wunsmiling, Mrs. de 
Marigny went to the witness stand 
as the final defense witness. 

Clad in a black dress with tiny 
white dots and wearing white 
gloves, she stood erect in the wit- 
ness stand and took the oath. 

Then for the first time she 
looked at her handsome husband, 
who was seated in the cage-like 
prisoner’s dock. Their eyes met 
for a long time, then she turned 
away to answer the questions of 
Higgs. 

De Marigny leaned forward as he 
watched his wife; a moment later 
he dropped his chin on his chest, 
eovered his eyes with his handker- 
chief and wept silently. 

The girl was in Vermont attend- 
ing college at the time Oakes was 
killed, but the defense called on 
her in an effort to offset the testi- 
mony of her mother, Lady Eunice 
Oakes, who appeared last week 
against Marign 

“Neither of us asked my par- 
ents’ permission for our marriage,” 
she said, telling how she was wed 
to the twice-divorced de Marigny 
at New York in the spring of 1942. 

“I had hoped to discuss it wi 
my mother, but I never did,” sHe 
said, her voice so soft that Jury 
Foreman James Sands asked her

Hunters Get Fewer Shells, Duck 
Migration Largest Since 1900 


St. Louis sportsmen are con- 
fronted this autumn with an ironic 
situation—the most critical short- 
age of ammunition they have ever 


known and the promise of the 
greatest flight of ducks going 
south since 1900. 

The Missouri duck-shooting sea- 
son opened Oct. 15, but so far there 
haven’t been many ducks here. 
Temperate weather in Canada has 
caused them to remain longer than 
usual at northern lakes. Before 
the Missouri season closes, Dec, 23, 
however, they are expected to be 
plentiful. 

The United States Fish and 
Wildlife Service estimates that, for 
every duck that migrated in 1936, 
there will be five ducks flying 
south before the season is over. 
The shortage of shotgun shells—a 
hunter, if he has 50 on hand can 
get no new ones, and he can buy 
only 25 if he has fewer than 50— 
has almost nothing to do with the 
duck increase. 


Leading sporting goods stores re- 


|ported today that they have no 


shells on hand, and do not know 
when they will receive any. 

The duck population suffered be- 
cause of the long drouth in the 
middle of the last decade, when 
thousands of acres of breeding 
places in Canada dried up. Other 
shallow lakes and marshes in 
Central Canada were drained for 
wheat lands. As a conséquence, 
the number of ducks in North 
America reached a record low in 
1936, estimated at only 27 million. 

Sportsmen then formed an or- 
ganization called Ducks Unlimited 
with the purpose, carried out suc- 
cessfully, of restoring breeding 
grounds in Canada and the United 
States. The governments of both 
countries co-operated,

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, AL- 
GIERS, Nov. 9 (AP).—Cutting a 
new swath five miles deep through 
enemy positions, ' the’ British 
Eighth Army has seized positions 
overlooking the Sangro River and 
the heights beyond, where the Gey- 
mans are reported establishing 
the eastern anchor of a “winter 
defense line” in Italy, headquar- 
ters announced today. 

To the west the Nazis massed 
heavy formations of troops and 


guns in the Mignano area, at- 
tempting to halt the American 
drive toward Cassino on the main 
inland road to Rome. 

They massed a powerful striking 
force for a counterattack in the 
area five miles southwest of 
Mignano and west of Gallucio yes- 
terday, but Allied guns laid down 
a curtain of artillery and mortar 
fire before the assault could. be 
launched, dispersing the enemy. 

German prisoners reported unan- 
imously that the Nazi command 
planned to dig in for the winter 
on a line anchored in the west 
along the Garigiiano River and 
Aurunci Mountains, through the 
mountains near Mignano—where 
United States troops already have 
won footholds—and across the Ap- 
ennines to the Sangro River. 

The Fifth and Eighth armies al- 
ready have come up against this 
line in most sectors, 

Slashing along the Adriatic coast- 
al sector, the Eighth Army cap- 
tured Torino di Sangro, four miles 
northwest of captured Casalbor- 
dino, and Paglieta less than two 
miles from the river. The speed 
of this drive, obviously caught the 
Nazis off balance. 

Farther inland, British, Canadi- 
an and Indian troops punched 
through Torrebruna, three miles 
west of Celenza, gaining control of 
an additional chunk of valuable 
lateral road. 

Near the center, Eighth Army 
units occupied Perscolanciano, 
eight miles northeast of Isernia, 
in a mile-and-a-half: advance, and 
other formatjons seized Fornelli, 
five miles west of Isernia, im a 
three-mile stab. 

On the air front, Allied planes 
bombed Durazzo Harbor in Al- 
bania, scoring a direct hit on a 
warehouse, The attack was made 
Sunday night.

FORGES PRESSING

Soviet Units in North Re- 
ported 20 Miles From 
Polish Border — Kerch 
Taken in Crimea, Lon- 
don Hears. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9 (AP).—The 
British radio tonight quoted an 
unofficial report from Moscow 4&s 
saying Russian forces had cap- 
tured Kerch, the Crimean port on 
Kerch Strait opposite the Kuban 
zone of the Caucasus.

LONDON, Nov. 9 (AP).—Rus- 
sian armies commanded by Gen. 
Nikolai F. Vatutin, conquerer of 
Kiev, today were pounding west- 
ward toward the Polish and 
Rumanian frontiers on the heels 
of the battered remnants of 12 
German divisions—about 180,000 
men at full strength—driven from 
the Ukrainian capital in a battle 
which ended last Saturday. |

A second spearhead was striking 
southwest of Fastov, and Moscow 
reported this force was within 
140 miles of the Rumanian fron- 
tier. This drive apparently was 
aimed at enveloping the thousands 
of Germans still fighting in the 
area between the Dnieper River 
and the Black Sea. 

Still another Russian army op- 
erating far to the north in the 
Nevel sector was said in a Moscow 
broadcast to be at the gates of 
Polotsk, rail junction on the 
Vitebsk-Riga railway and only 20 
miles from the old Polish border. 

Stockholm dispatches said the 
Germans were evacuating civilians 
from the 110-mile-wide area be- 
tween Lake Ilmen in Russia and 
Lake Peipus on the Estonian bor- 
der, a possible prelude to a forced 
German* withdrawal from the 
Leningrad front.

“We have made lots of progress 
and will keep on the same way 
till the war is won.

EFFECTIVE DATE OF FREIGHT 
RATE INCREASE IS DELAYED 


I. C. C. Suspends Boost Originally 
Set for Jan. 1, 1944, Until July-1; 
No Protest by Railroads. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP).— 
Railroad freight rate increases 
authorized in 1942 were suspended 
yesterday by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission until July 1, 


1944, 

Acting without protest from the 
carriers, the Commission . found 
that the increases ranging from 
4 to 6‘per cent were “no longer 
necessary or justified under pres- 
ent conditions.” An earlier order 
had set Jan. 1, 1944, as the effec- 
tive date of the increases, The 
suspension does not affect a 10 
per cent passenger fare increases 
also approved in 1942. 

The commission said that 
freight révenue of the carriers be- 
tween now and July 1, 1944, under 
present rates would “meet the ob- 
jectives of the National Transpor- 
tation Act.”

Asserts Enemy Now

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Navy Knox de 
clared today that the present sit- 
uation in the South and Southwest 
Pacific areas warrants the state- 
ment that “the Japanese are now 
in a more critical position than 
ever before in that area.” 

He added at a news conference 
that “it no longer is a question of 
holding their positions at lowest 
possible cost: It is a question of 
actual survival in the Southwest 
area.” 

He described as “nothing short 
of a disaster” to the Japanese the 
loss of use of six heavy cruisers 
in that area. 

“If they don’t look out,” Knox 
said, “they will be short of those 
very vital heavy craft when they 
want to go to sea with their entire 
fleet.”

LONDON, Nov. 9 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill gravely pro- 
claimed the “impending ruin” of

He asserted solemnly that the 
campaigns of next year might sur- 
pass the tragedies of Waterloo and 
Gettysburg, that “unless some 
happy event occurs, on which we 
have no right to count, 1944 will 
see the greatest sacrifice of the 
British and United States armies.” 

The valiant and brilliant Rus- 
sian offensives have wrecked the 
German war machine and inflicted 
wounds “that may well prove more 
tal,” he said. 

Success in War on U-Boats. 

Churchill asserted that the back

In other high points of an ad- 
dress broadcast to the world 
Churchill:

Of the Moscow conference, 
Churchill said “we have all been 
cheered.” He paid tribute to Secre- 
tary Hull as “that gallant American 
Eagle.” The Moscow accord “has 
had the effect of making our Rus- 
sian friends feel as they never felt 
before that it is the heartfelt wish 
of our British and American na- 
tions to fight the war out with 
them in loyal alliance and after- 
wards to work with them on the 
basis of mutual respect and com- 
radeship for resettlement and re- 
building of this distracted, tor~ 
mented world,” he asserted, 

Sounding again a note of uncon- 
ditional surrender, he declared “we 
must make sure that confusion and 
chaos do not follow the victories 
of the army or stultify the unex- 
pected surrender of the enemy.” 

Warning that Hitler still has 400

(AP).—Phosphorous bombs, which 
look when they first burst like 
tentacled octopi, then shoot forth 
smoke and flame, have been added 
to Rabaul’s defenses by the Japa- 
nese, desperate for ways to pre 
vent that key base from being 
bombed out of the war. But the 
relentless Allied campaign moves 


ahead unchecked. 

Headquarters, in listing losses 
of 63 Japanese planes ia the last 
48 hours, reported that 35 were 
wiped out Sunday at Rabaul by 
Liberators and Lightnings which 
defied the phosphorous bombs, 50 
Zeros and a heavy curtain of anti- 
aircraft fire to reach their targets. 

The big Liberators exploded 84 
tons of bombs accurately among 
dispersal bays and installations of 
the Rapopo airdrome, blowing up 
nine .enemy bombers and three 
fighters on the ground and shoot- 
ing down 13 Zeros. The Light- 
nings, at a loss of five of their 
own force, shot down 10 other 
Zeros. Eight other Japanese planes 
probably were destroyed. 

Liberator pilots, returning from 
the attack on Rapopo airdrome, 
said Japanese fighters swept over- 
head and dropped the phosphorous 
bombs, which sent streamers of 
smoke and flame through the air 
for 400 to 500 feet. 

The new bag of between 35 and 
43 planes at Rabaul was added to 
losses there aggregating 800 in de- 
stroyed and damaged within less 
than a month, rendering that New 
Britain fortress presently unequal 
to the task of formidably resisting 
the Allied invasion of its eastern 
approaches on Bougainville. 

Bougainville Fields Raided. 

While United States Marines 
fought in torrential rain to expand 
their Empress Augusta Bay posi- 
tions on the west-central coast of 
Bougainville, headquarters report- 
ed new raids on that island’s al- 
ready inoperative airfields. 

Adm. William F. Halsey’s medi- 
um, torpedo and dive bombing 
units, meeting no enemy air inter- 
ception, tore at gun positions—the 
only working defenses for those 
airfields—and installations at the 
Kara strip on the southern coast 
of Bougainville with 72 tons of 
bombs. 

Other air blows at Bougainville 
were dealt the Kieta airdrome, 
directly across the island .from the 
United States Marine beachhead, 
and air bases on Buka. 

Twelve Japanese dive bombers 
moved against Allied ships off the 
beachhead but the attack was 
broken up by antiaircraft bat- 
teries asea and ashore which 
downed five. 

Allied air attacks on the Jap- 
anese warships sent from Truk to 
bolster the enemy’s crumbling Sol- 
omons-New Britain position ta- 
pered off but low-flying Beauforts, 
with Australian pilots, managed 
to score hits or near misses on 
two enemy destroyers west of 
Bougainville in the Empress Au- 
gusta Bay sector. There were no 
indications the enemy was run- 
ring any additional convoys to- 
ward Rabaul from Truk. 

Off the northern coast of Bou- 
gainville near Buka, Mitchell me- 
dium bombers sank an enemy cor- 
vette and five small cargo boats. 

More Jap Air Activity. 

Despite fast mounting losses, the 
Japanese air force also managed 
weak attacks over a wider area 
than it has appeared in in some 
time, hitting at Allied-won Treas- 
ury to the south of Bougainville, 
the big air base of Munda, on New 
Georgia, the Nadzab_ airfield 
in the Markham Valley of New 
Guinea, and Australian positions 
on the coast of Finschhafen. 

Nine enemy bombers, escorted 
by 10 fighters, raided the Nadzab 
air base and caused moderate 
damage. Fighters shot down sev- 
en bombers and six fighters, with 
five other raiders listed as prob- 
ables, thus accounting for all but 
one enemy plane in the attacking 
formation. Two additional enemy 
fighters were listed as probables in 
another engagement in that area. 

Other enemy air reverses report- 
ed in today’s communique in- 
cluded: 

Seven fighters destroyed and an 
. eighth probably by Allied air pa- 
trols in the vicinity of Madang, 
New Guinea. 

A bomber and fighter shot down 
over Buka and a reconnaissance 
plane shot down off Santa Isabel 
in the central Solomons.

This is the fourth of your an- 
nual festivals which I. have at- 
tended since the war began and 
I confess it seems to me they have 
all been milestones in our journey.

Last year, in 1942, I thought it 
right to say that I did not con- 
sider it any part of my duty to 
liquidate the British Empire. I 
do not conceal from you that I 
hold the same opinion today. 

Reviews Year’s Fights. 

Since we last gathered here we 
and our allies have had a year of 
almost unbroken victory in every 
theater and on every front. 

British, Dominion and United 


Together the Brit- 
ish and United States forces have 
conquered Sicily, Sardinia, Corsica 
and one-third of Italy. We have 
broken the back of the U-boat war 
which at one time seemed our 
greatest peril.

told us, two-thirds of occupied 
Russian soil from the foul in- 
vader.

Destruction of a*German radio and 
weather base on an island off the 
coast of Greenland was reported 
by Secretary of the Navy Knox to- 
day.

Fight Above Arctic Circle. 

The Germans subsequently sent 
a force against a small hunting 
and weather station well above the 
Arctic Circle, which was manned 
only by a handful of Danes armed 
with hunting rifles and pistols. 
The Germans attacked with ma- 
chine guns in the darkness, but 
most of the Danes escaped. 

Subgequently the Lieutenant who 
commanded the German Green- 
land expedition asked one of his 
Danish prisoners to act as a guide 
in exploration of the barren east 
coast. 

“The Dane, at the first oppor- 
tunity,” Knox said, “overpowered 
the German officer and, despite 
the fact it entailed a 40-day trip 
by sledge, took him as a prisoner.” 
Army Air Force planes and 
the Coast Guard cutters Northland 
and North Star joined in wiping 
out the enemy base on the uniden- 
tified island.

WINTER INVASION 
TALK IN LONDON

LONDON, Nov. 9 (AP).—With 
American and British troops gird- 
ing swiftly for an invasion of 
Western Europe, the impression 
prevailed in London today that the 
hour for the second front, which 
Joseph Stalin told the Russians 
was not far off, had been ad- 
vanced materially as a result of 
the close military co-operation 
envisaged at the Moscow confer- 
ence, 

Should the blow from the west 
fall in the immediate future, Ger- 
man forces would find themselves 
confronted with another grand as- 
sault while still fully engaged in 
the attempt to stem the onrushing 
Red Army. 

Considering the Russians’ past 
winter successes, their drive may 
not pause until spring. Since the 
spring pause in Russia for the last 
two years has been a long one— 
beginning about April and ending 
in June when the ground hardens 
after the rains—a British-Ameri- 
can attack durin that period 
would lack the advantage of si- 
multaneous pressure from the 
east. 

Consequently, the most favorable 
time for an invasion of the great- 
est advantage to all three powers 
would seem to be before the 
spring lull, or after—and scarcely 
anyone here believes it will be 
that late. 

Concentrations in England. 

Nazi news broadcasts have been 
suggesting an early Allied inva- 
sion of France from Southern 
England, where the Germans said

The band was playing “White 
Christmas” when a bomb struck 
the dance hall, wrecking it and 
two nearby taverns. 

Meanwhile, the Air Ministry an- 
nounced that new reconnaissance 
photographs of the heavily bombed 
Ruhr industrial city of Kassel 
showed that the city had ceased to 
exist as part of the Nazi war indus- 
try “for some time at least.” 3 
factories having been destroyed or 
badly damaged. 

All but 15 of the 315 acres in the 
built-up section of the city are 
devastated and nearly half of the 
rest of the city, excluding the 
suburbs, is destroyed, the Ministry 
said, commenting on pictures taken 
following Ameritan and British 
double-punch raids on Oct. 4 and 
Oct. 22.

Board of Police Commissioners; 
Chief of Police James J. Mitchell; 
Chief of Detectives Herman 
Siebels: Police Inspector Maurice 
Mulcahy; Sgt. Clyde Woolsey, 
formerly a member of the police 
gambling squad; Sgt. John Sieloff, 
head of the gambling squad on 
duty during the day, and Paul 
Ricks, a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“Police Protection.” 

Cayson had said last week that 
a collector for the McCall Novelty 
Co., whom he knew as “Willie,” de- 
ducted $1.50 a week from the re- 
ceipts of the machine for “police 
protection.” Today he told report- 
ers he understood that deduction 
to be his share of the $100-a-year 
Federal license required for gamb- 
ling machines. 

Constantine’s son, who was in 
charge of the restaurant on La- 
clede avenue when a Post-Dispatch 
reporter called-there last week, 
told the reporter the McCall col- 
lector, who came around once a 
week, deducted “something” each 
week for “police protection.”

Louis whose owners paid the Fed- 
eral license fee for their operation. 
These machines were found’ in 
most sections of the city, but three- 
fourths of them were concentrated 
in the Lucas Avenue Police Dis- 
trict, commanded by Police Capt. 
Albert T. Wetzel. 

Weinbrenner’s Employment. 

Alderman J. Ray Weinbrenner 
of the Twenty-eighth Ward told 
reporters today of his employment 
by the McCall firm, distributer of 
most of the licensed gambling ma- 
chines, and by the association of 
pinball machine distributers. Wein- 
brenner a Republican, said he has 
represented these clients as attor- 
mey since 1941, when Republican 
administrations succeeded Demo- 
cratic regimes in the city and 
State. 

Dewey S. Godfrey, a member of 
the Democratic City Committee, is 
still the principal attorney for the 
McCall firm and the association, 
Weinbrenner said, but it is Wein- 
brenner who now appears as coun- 
sel in proceedings in Police Court 
and before the Board of Police 
Commissioners in hearings involv- 
ing slot machines. 

Weinbrenner said his monthly 
retainer was $150 from the asso- 
ciation, and that McCall paid him 
$25 a month. He said he proposed 
the separate retainer arrangement 
with the McCall concern after its 
owner, Andrew McCall, a former 
service car driver, had several 
times asked him to represent Mc- 
Call customers in matters not di- 
rectly concerned with slot ma- 
chine operations. 

Asked how much the owners_.of 
gambling machines had profited 
through his representation of them 
at Police Board hearings, Wein- 
brenner said in more than 90 per 
cent of all cases the board had 
ordered the destruction of ma- 
chines on which hearings were 
held. 

Gambling Bills Pending. 

Two bills are pending before the 
Public Safety Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen to relax provi- 
sions of the ordinance which now 
specifically forbids possession of 
any gambling machine on prem- 
ises where liquor is sold by the 
drink. 

The new ordinance would sub- 
stitute a general prohibition 
against gambling, eliminating all 
reference to “machines.” The ef- 
fect would be that a saloon might 
have a gambling machine on the 
premises, but there could be no 

+ prosecution unless there was proof 
that the machine was actually used 
for gambling. 

When attention was directed to 
this today Alderman Charles E. 
Albanese, Republican, of the 
Thirteenth Ward, who introduced 
the bills, said he would amend 
them to reinstate the prohibition 
of gambling machines. The effect 
of the bills, as amended, would 
be to eliminate a clause from the 
existing ordinances which prevents 
places which sell liquor by the

OUTRIGHT ANNEXATION 
PLAN BACKED BY NOLT 


Comptroller for Taking in Es- 
tablished Municipalities, 
Not All of County. 


City Comptroller Louis Nolte 
told reporters, today, following a 
meeting of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, that he was 
strongly in favor of a proposal 
now before the Constitutional 
Convention that would permit out- 
right annexation of St. Louis 
County municipalities by St. Louis, 
He made his first statement on 
dhe issue after asserting that he 
did not favor proposals that would 


permit the city to consolidate its 
services—fire, police, water and 
the like—with county municipali- 
ties unless such municipalities 
actually became a part of the city. 
Nolte made it clear that he did 
not believe the city should absorb 
the entire county, but only estab- 
lished municipalities, should such 
annexation be approved by votes 
of citizéns of the city and those 
of each municipality involved. 

No municipality, he said, should 
be able to obtain city services 
without sharing the “load” of St.

The board has not yet taken a 
stand on the annexation question, 
but the matter was discussed at 
the meeting today by Nolte and

New City-County Merger Plan Be- 
fore Convention. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 9.—A 
proposal to authorize the consoli- 
dation of St. Louis with University 
City, Maplewood and any other 
municipality adjoining the city, 
solely for municipal purposes, was 
introduced into the Constitutional 
Convention last night by Delegate 
James P, Finnegan of St. Louis.

COAL SINCE U. S. LIFTED BAR

Fuel Arrives From East — St. Louis Prob- 
lem ‘Serious,’ Nevertheless, Exchange

The first carloads of smokeless 
coal to move from the Eastern 
mining districts to St. Louis since 
the lifting of the Government’s 


order freezing such shipments 
have arrived in the local railroad 
yards, Milton B. Redd, executive 
secretary of the Coal Exchange of 
St. Louis, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today. 

Redd said, however, that only a 
few dealers have received notifica- 
tion that coal shipped since settle- 
ment of the coal strike, is arriv- 
ing. He cautioned that the St. 
Louis fuel situation is “very seri- 
ous,” because of the recent miners’ 
strike, and the cold weather of the 
last few days, which sent the ther- 
mometer to a low of 28 degrees 
last night. 

The prediction was for still low- 
er temperatures, about 25 degrees, 
tonight, but the weather bureau 
promised warmer weather by to- 
morrow. The official temperature 
at 3 p. m. today and had remained 
stationary at 33 degrees since 5 


a. mm. 
Yards Curtail Deliveries. 

Redd said that some of the 63 
coal yards maintained by mem- 
bers of the exchange had sold out, 
while others are restricting their 
sales to a cash-and-carry basis of 
three bushels to a customer. 
Three bushels, he said, amounts to 
about 240 pounds, and should last 
an ordinary home two or three 


days. Some yards are making de- 
liveries of one ton to domestic cus- 
tomers, provided they are out of 
fuel. 

The exchange has more than 300 
affidavits from customers who 
have no coal and who have not 
yet been able to get supplies, Redd 
said. He considered this number 
was “relatively small.” 

Emergency Plan Drafted. 

The secretary said the board of 
directors of the exchange met yes- 
terday and drew plans for an 
“emergency amendment” to its 
present emergency fuel supply 
plan, by which it is hoped «to 
spread the scant supplies of fuel 
to do the most good. He said the 
emergency amendment would be 
submitted to city officials today. 

Redd said dealers had received 
an occasional shipment of coal 
during the strike, but these cars 
were in transit at the time of the 
freezing order. The notifications 
received yesterday, he explained, 
represented the first coal to be 
shipped here since the order was 
lifted. 

Meanwhile, Mayor  Aloys P.

PRE-PEARL HARBOR 
FATHERS MAKE UP 
HALE OF QUOTAS 


Some City and County 
Boards Call Parents in 
Large Numbers While 
Others Draft None. 


Pre-Pear! Harbor fathers, wheth- 
er they are in essential jobs or 
not, constitute about half of the 
draftees filling the quotas of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County draft 
boards this month, a survey by the 
Post-Dispatch disclosed today. 

While some city and county 
boards are calling fathers in large 
numbers, there are other boards 
which have not yet found it neces- 
sary to tap the supply of married 
men with dependents born prior 
to the attack on Pearl Harbor. 

Officials of city board No. 27 
said all of the men called for in- 
duction in the quota for the first 
half of this month are pre-Pearl 
Harbor fathers, and the clerk at 
city board No. 4 asserted the ma- 
jority ofythat board's quota for the 
same period will be fathers. 

Other city boards, whose man- 
power barrel is not yet scraped 
clean of married men without de- 
pendents, or 18-year-olds, said: 
quotas were being filled half with 
fathers and half with others. 

All draft boards in the city and 
county are making an effort to 
meet quotas without calling pre- 
Pearl Harbor fathers, some with 
more success than others. Only 
three boards reached by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today reported 
they had not yet called fathers. 

Some draft boards have met a 
situation similar to the one report- 
ed by the clerk of city board No. 
22, who said only four of the 95 
men in its quota this month are 
fathers. Last month the percent- 
age was far greater. This was ex- 
plained by the fact that more 18- 
year-olds reported for classifica- 
tion and deferments of a large 
number of unmarried men expired, 
making them eligible for military 
service, 

An official of county board No. 
9, which covers a large, rather 
sparsely inhabited area in the 
western part of the county, said 
90 per cent of that board’s quota 
this month is made up of fathers. 
“They are about the only ones we 
have left out here,” he added.

By now, de Marigny had re- 
gained his composure and listened, 
a serious look on his face. 

Her Doctor’s Advice. 

“After my illness, I was advised 
to live normally,” she continued. 

“Was there any marital advice 
from the doctor,” asked Higgs. 

“Only that I should live normal- 
ly,” she replied. 

Higgs brought out that the ty- 
phoid fever required some oral 
surgery, and explained that there 
is some work still to be done. 

Answering Higgs, Mrs. de Mar- 
igny said: “I discovered I was 
pregnant in the hospital in Mexi- 
co.” 

Mrs. de Marigny told of a dinner 
party March 27 at her home, at 
which Oakes and her brother, now 
Sir Sidney, were guests. 

“Father was very jovial,” she 
said, “until suddenly he jumped 
up and said he and Sidney must 
go. 
“Alfred went with him to the 
front as he went to the car. There 
was a terrific uproar. My father 
was very shocking. We were all 
amazed and astounded.”

Mrs. de Marigny said she went 
to the United States this year for 
a medical checkup, and remained 
until July. 

“I was advised. not to stay in 
Nassau for the operation because 
of the hot summer,” she said. 

She looked at the floor when 
Higgs questioned her about the 
word of her father’s death, but 
quickly turned toward Higgs again.

Learns of Father’s Death. 

She said she had a telephone call 
from Capt. Barker of the Miami 
police, who had been called by the 
Duke of Windsor to help solve the 
killing.

in ‘a political and humanitarian 
sense, just as surely as we mean 
business in a military sense. 
one more strong link joining the 
United Nations in facing problems 
of mutual need and interest. 


“The agreement which we have 
all just signed is based on a pream- 
ble in which the United Nations 
declare that they are: ‘determined 
that immediately upon the libera- 
tion of any area , . . the popula- 
tion thereof shall receive aid and 
relief from their sufferings, food, 
clothing and shelter, aid in the pre- 
vention of pestilence and in the 
recovery of the health of the peo- 
ple, and that preparation and ar- 
rangements shall be made for the 
return of prisoners and exiles to 
their homes and for assistance in 
the resumption of urgently needed 
agricultural and industrial produc- 
tion and the restoration of essen- 
tial services.’ That is the pream- 
ble of the agreement which has 
just been signed here today. 


“All of the United Nations agree 
to co-operate and share in the 
work of UNRRA—each nation ac- 
cording to its own individyal re- 
sources—to provide relief and help 
in rehabilitation for the victims 
of German and Japanese bar- 
barism. 

Magnitude of Needs. 
“It is hard for us to grasp the 


magnitude of the needs in occu-| 


pied countries. 

“The Germans and the Japanese 
have carried on their campaigns 
of plunder and destruction with 
one purpose in mind: that in the 
lands they occupy there shall be 
left only a generation of half-men 
-~—undernourished, crushed in body 
and spirit, without strength or in- 
centive to hope—ready, in fact, to 
be enslaved and used as beasts of 
burden by the self-styled master 
races, 

The occupied countries have 
been robbed of their foodstuffs 
and raw materials, and even of 
the agricultural and _ industrial 
machinery upon which their work- 
ers must depend for employment. 
The Germans have been planning 
systematically to make the other 
countries economic vassals, utter- 
ly dependent upon and completely 
subservient to the Nazi tyrants. 

“Responsibility for alleviating the 
suffering and misery occasioned by 
this new order must be assumed 
not by any individual] nation but 
by all the United and Associated 
Nations acting together. No one

Based on True Democracy. 
“The sufferings of the little men 
and women who have been ground 
under the Axis heel can be relieved 
only if we utilize the production 
of all the world to balance the 
want of all the world. In UNRRA 
we have devised a mechanism, 
based on the processes of true de- 
mocracy, which can go far toward 
accomplishment of such an objec- 
tive in the days and months of 
desperate emergency which will 
follow the overthrow of the Axis. 
“Like in most of the difficult 
and complex things in life, nations 
will learn to. work together only 
by actually working together. Why 
not? They have common objec- 
tives. It is, therefore, with a lift 
of hope, that we look on the sign- 
ing of this agreement by all of 
the United Nations as a means of 
joining them together still more 
firmly. 

“Such is the spirit and such is 


country could—or should—attempt 
to bear the burden of meeting the 
vast relief needs—either in money 
or in supplies. i 

Work Is Urgent. 

“The work confronting UNRRA 
is immediate and urgent. As it 
now begins itse operations, many 
of the most fertile food regions of 
the world are either under Axis 
domination, or have been stripped 
by the practice of tHe dictatorships 
to make themselves self-sustaining 
on other peoples’ lands. Addition- 
al regions will be blackened as 
the German and Japanese forces 
in their retreat scorch the earth 
behind them. 

“So it will be the task of UNRRA 
to operate in these areas of food 
shortages until the resumption of 
peaceful occupations enables the 
liberated peoples once more to as- 
sume the full burden of their own 
support. It will be for UNRRA, 
first, to assure a fair distribution 
of available supplies among all of 
the liberated peoples, and, second, 
to ward off death by starvation or 
exposure among these peoples, 

“It would be supreme irony for 
us to win victory, and then to in- 
herit world chaos simply because 
we were unprepared to meet what 
we know we shall have to meet. 
We know the human wants which 
will follow liberation. Many ruth- 
lessly shattered cities and villages 
in Russia, China and Italy provide 
horrible evidence of what the de- 
feated retreating Germans and 
Japanese will leave behind, 


Enlightened Self-Interest. 

“It is not only humane and char- 
{table for the United Nations to 
supply medicine, food and other 
necessities to the peoples freed 
from Axis control; it is a clear 
matter of enlightened self-interest 
—of military strategic necessity. 
This was apparent to us even be- 
fore the Germans were ousted 
from any of the countries under 
their control. 

“But we need not any longer 
speculate. We have had nearly a 
year of experience in French Af- 
rica—and later experience in Sicily 
and in Italy. 

“In French North Africa, the 
United Nations have given assist-| 
ance in the form of seeds, agricul-| 
tural supplies and agricultural, 
equipment; and have made it pos-. 
sible for the people there to in-| 
crease their harvest, 

“After years of looting by the) 
Germans, the people of French | 
Africa are now able to supply vir-| 
tually all of their own food needs. 
Besides, they are meeting impor- 
tant needs of the Allied armed 
forces in French Africa, in Sicily 
and Italy, and giving much of the 
civilian labor which assists our 
armed forces there in loading and 
unloading ships. 

“The assistance rendered to the 
liberated peoples of French Africa 
was a joint venture of Great Brit-| 
ain and the United States. 


“The next step, as in the case of 
other joint operations of the 
United Nations, is to handle the 
problems of supply for the lib- 
erated areas on a United Nations 
basis—rather than the co-operation | 
of only two nations. 

Way to Hasten Peace. 

“We have shown that while the. 
war lasts, whenever we help the| 
liberated peoples with essential 
supplies and services, we hasten 
the day of the defeat of the Axis 
powers 

“When victory comes there can 
certainly be no secure peace until | 
there is a return of law and order | 
in the oppressed countries, until | 
the peoples of these countries have 
been restored to a normal, healthy, 
self-sustaining existence, This 
means that the more quickly and 
effectually we apply measures of 
relief and rehabilitation, the more | 
quickly will our own boys overseas. 
be able to come home. 

“We have acted together with 
the other United’ Nations in har- 
messing our raw materials, our

production and our other resources 
to defeat the common enemy. We 
together with the 
United Nations in full agreement 
and action in the fighting on land, 
We are 
now about to take an additional 
step in the combined actions which 
are necessary to win the war and 
to build the foundation for a se- 


the positive action of the United 
Nations at the time when our 
military power ig becoming pre- 
dominant, when our enemies are 
being pushed back—all over the 
world. 

“In defeat or in victory, the 
United Nations have never deviat- 
ed from adherence to the basic 
principles of freedom, tolerance, 
independence and security. 

“Tomorrow the UNRRA begins 
its first conference—and makes 
the first bold steps toward the 
practicable, workable realization of 
freedom from want. The forces of 
the United Nations march forward 
and the peoples of the Unitéd Na- 
tions march with them.”

'NAVY USING TWO SQUADRONS 
| OF LIBERATORS IN SOLOMONS 


WASHINFTON, Nov. 9 (AP). — 
Two squadrons of long-range land- 
based Navy bombers are in oper- 
ation in the Solomons. 

The Navy explained that the 

primary function of the big 
PB4Ys, Navy version of the Army’s 
four-engine Liberator, is patrol 
instead of bombardment.

A second wave of 
40 planes came in over the smok- 
ing city at a low altitude, meeting 
only a weak antiaircraft barrage.

DUEL AT VENAFRO 


WITH THE UNITED STATE 
FIFTH ARMY AT VENAFRO 
Italy, Nov. 7 (Delayed) (AP).—The 
Germans have massed their heavi- 
est concentration of artillery 
since the battle of Salerno, in a 
desperate effort to halt the Fifth 
Army’s ,advance toward the Gari- 
gliano River, but all day yester- 
day, throughout the night and 
during the day, heavy American 
guns answered the enemy in a 
furious long-range bombardment, 
and held the edge in firepower. 

“We've had nothing like this be- 
fore,” said Maj. John Dobson of 
Greensboro, N. C. “The Germans 
have brought up a lot of new guns, 
which indicates they are going to 
ei like hell for the Garigliano 

ne,” 

Never in all the defense of 
Sicily did the enemy concentrate 
as much artillery in one sector as 
they have wheeled up against the 
American troops, edging in a cold, 
driving rain toward the river de- 
fenses. 

In addition ta the artillery of 
several divisions, including the 
new Ninety-fourth Infantry Di- 
vision just arrived on this front, 
the enemy has brought up self- 
propelled 75s which roam the 
roads beyond the river, firing at 
the American positions. 


JAPS’ POSITION 
MOST CRITICAL 
YET, KNOX SAYS 


Russians smashed through 60 
villages yesterday in pursuit of 
the Germans routed from Kiev, 
killing 1500 more enemy troops. 
The Reds forced the Zdvish River 
to take Makarov and the other 
nearby localities of Vyshev and 
Motyzhin, it was announced, 


A special communique reported 
the Germans had left 15,000 dead 
and 6200 prisoners out of the origi- 
nal force of 180,000 men on the 
Kiev battlefield in a four-day fight 
preceding the Ukraine capital's 
capture. 

In addition to the 21,200 troops 
lost by the Germans, Moscow gave 
this toll of enemy equipment: 


Destroyed — 244 German tanks, 
126 aircraft, 174 field guns, includ- 
ing 48 self-propelled guns, 158 mor- 
tars, 246 machine-guns and 28 
stores of various kinds. 

Captured—Thirty German air- 
craft, 42 tanks, 314 field guns, in- 
cluding 70 mobile guns; 140 mor- 
tars; 640 machine-guns; 650 trucks; 
700 carts; more than 2000 horses, 
34 transmitters, 


Disorderly Flight. 


The Moscow newspaper Pravda, 
in telling of the enemy’s flight 
beyond Kiew, said the Germans 
threw away weapons, ammunition 
and even clothing, and that many 
were trampled to death on roads 
jammed with moving and wrecked 
vehicles, 


Pravda gave new details of the 
wrecking the once beautiful city. 
It described iev as a scene of 
devastation, having been syste- 
matically destroyed by Nazi demo- 
lition squads. Kreschchatile, famed 
boulevard regarded as a symbol 
of modernity, was a shambles, and 
the magnificent Uspensk Cathe- 
dral and the Pechora Monastery 
were looted and blown up. The 
water and utility system also were 
destroyed. 


Aside from the casualties inflict- 
ed on the Germans by the Reds 
fanning out far beyond Kiev, the 
Russians said 800 were killed yes- 
terday near Kerch in the eastern 
Crimea, and 500 more in the Nevel 
sector in the north where another 
enemy strongpoint was seized. 

The Soviet command did not 
mention the progress of the cam- 
paign inside the Dnieper bend 
near Krivoi Rog or along the low- 
er stretches of the river at Niko- 
pol, Berislav and Kherson, where 
units of Gen. Fedor Tolbukhin’s 
Fourth Ukraine Army have 
reached the river opposite those 
cities. 

A Bern, Switzerland, dispatch 
said that some contingents of Ger- 
man soldiers already had been 
evacuated by sea from the Crimea 
to Rumania and that hundreds of 
Black Sea coastal ships and Dan- 
ube River boats were assembled 
to try to rescue the trapped Sixth 
Army,

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NELSON SAYS STALIN TOLD HIM 
RUSSIANS WOULD REPAY ALL 
OBLIGATIONS TO U. S. IN FULL 


He Tells Brooklyn Rally No Two Peoples ‘Are 
Better Qualified to Win Each Other’s Re- 
spect, Admiration and Friendship Than 
Russians and Americans.’

Nelson spoke at a rally in Madi- 
son Square Garden celebrating the 
tenth -nniversary of resumption 
of diplomatic relations between the 
United States and Russia. 

Nelson, who recently returned 
from Russia, told the audience: “I 
came away convinced that there 
will be found no two peoples any- 
where in the world better qualified 
to win each other’s respect and 
admiration and friendship than the 
Russians and Americans. 

“I join with you in acclaiming 
the Moscow pact, which represents 
a great forward stride in world 
history.” 

(Most of what the United States 
has done for Russia has been in 
the form of lend-lease shipments, 
which now total more than $2,500,- 
000,000. Terms of the third lend- 
lease protocol signed by Russia, 
the United States, -Britain, and 
Canada last month have not been 
published. However, Russia and 
the United States have an agree- 
ment that the Soviets will be al- 
lowed to make their final repay- 
ment to United States in such a 
way as “not to burden commerce 
but promote mutually advan- 
tageous economic relations be- 
tween them.”) 


Nazi’s Stupidity. 

Nelson hinted that the top ex- 
ecutives of the Allied production 
command believe the Germans 
know that they are whipped now. 

“I am amazed at the stupidity 
of the German leaders who con- 
tinue to fight against the hopeless 
odds that are steadily mounting 
against them,” he said, “I do not 
think that the Nazi high command 
can have any real hope left. 

“I have gained a sense of the 
warm human feeling which under- 
lies the wonderful achievement of 
Mr. Hull (Cordell Hull, Secretary 
of State) and his associates” in the 
signing of the Moscow unity pact, 

“To my way of thinking, the 
pact which Mr. Hull signed is far 
more than an important agreement 
between great powers. It is an 
expression of the rooted desire of 
the people of America and Russia 
and England and China to come 
closer together, to seek better ways 
of understanding each other and 
a better means of expressing their 
common interests. 

“That is why this great pact 
carried so much force, and has 
stirred the world so deeply. I join 
with you in acclaiming the Mos- 
cow pact, which represents a great 
forward stride in world history.” 

Nelson said the industrial future 
of Russia is assured beyond ques- 
tion. Because the Russians are 
confident of a peaceful future, he 
said, they are putting incredible 
effort into the cause of complete 
victory in this war. 


Davies Speaks. 

Joseph E. Davies, former Am- 
bassador to Moscow, spoke onthe 
game program, saying: 

“Truth ultimatély always pre- 
vails. Despite either the prejudice, 
the hatred, or the venality of will- 
ful or little men, who challenged 
it, the good faith and the integrity 
and purposes of the Soviet leader- 
ship and the Soviet people have 
been demonstrated for years and 
are now again being irrefutably 
established in Moscow.” 

Andrei A. Gromyko, Russian Am- 
bassador to the United States, said 
the Moscow conference ‘“‘demon- 
strated to the whole world the 
strength of the Anglo-Soviet-Ameri- 
can fighting comradeship,” and 
added: 

“I wish to express my confidence 
that the present stage of Soviet- 
American relations will form a 
firm basis on which will be erected 
a building of still more active and 
efficient co-operation between our 
countries in the near future, in 
the period of the final stage of 
the war, as well as‘in the post- 
war period.” 

Russia’s ‘Pearl Harbor.’ 

United States Senator Claude 
Pepper (Dem.), Florida, told the 
meeting that Russia suffered a 
“Pearl Harbor” of its own when 
the Japanese in 1904 attacked the 
Russian fleet at Port Arthur and 
that: 

“IT have no doubt that when 
Russia feels safe on one frontier, 
she will give due attention—com- 
plete with ships, planes and men 
of the Red Army and Navy—to the 
other.” 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
said that “the workers of our coun- 
try, who during this war have 
broken all previous production rec- 
ords, are determined to stay on 
the job and reach even greater 
heights of service until the war 
is finally won.” 

R. J. Thomas, vice-president of 
the CIO, said that “the Moscow 
conference has dashed the hopes of 
those who wanted our nation 
and/or Britain to fight Russia 
after this war is over.’ 

In a message to the rally, Vice- 
President Henry A. Wallace said 
an even franker understanding 
with Russia must be developed 
during the next 10 years “if we are 
to make sure that the peace of 
the world will be firmly estab- 
lished.” 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes, 
addressing the rally, assailed “the 
Hearst and «the Patterson- 
McCermick ne.soo axis’ which, 
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ONALD M. NELSON, chairman of the War Production Board, 
said in an address here last night that Russia’s obligations to 
the United States would be paid in full. 

Nelson said that Marshal Joseph Stalin told him in a recent con- 
versation that “any obligation undertaken by this government (Rus- 
sia) will be repaid in full, and not in token payments.”

Life is cheap. Every day, some-

million persons have been executed 
or forced to their deaths by prac- 
tices tantamount to execution since 
the war began, mostly Russians, 
Poles, Czechs and Yugoslavs, 

Executions now are directed 
against Germans vofcing defeatist 
ideas, against people who defraud 
the Reich, violate rationing regula- 
tions or sabotage war activity. But 
the concéntration camps and the 
ghettos of Poland still are the focal 
points of wholesale massacre. 

For every announced execution 
in Germany there are dozens with- 
out public notice. Those revealed 
are “examples.” One was the exe- 
cution in Hamburg of.a woman 
condemned without a trial for say- 
ing “Adolf is a murderer of Ger- 
man youth.” Her accuser was a 
13-year-old servant—an example of 
how the Gestapo bores into every 
home. ‘ 

When Heinrich Himmler, de- 
scribed by many as the No, 1 party 
man of Germany, took over the In- 
terior Ministry and became com- 
mander-in-chief of the home front, 
the German press said he sym- 
bolized “hard realism and fanat- 
ical idealism” and that he _ pos- 
sessed weapons to “quench the 
embers of revolt which may glow 
in the minds of many people,” 

Underground organizations are 
active in Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, 
France, Holland, Belgium and Nor- 
way, but they have been weakened 
steadily by the Gestapo. Many of 
them keep operating efficiently 
only because agents parachute 
down from British planes. Most 
top leaders have been forced to 
flee or died before the firing 
squad.

T 10:10 o’clock this Sunday 

morning the Stars and Stripes 

and the Union Jack were hung 
from a bomb-cracked balcony in 
Isernia, and this mountain town 
that war had murdered began its 
resurrection, 

An American Captain and a Brit- 
ish Lieutenant undertook the re 
birth of Isernia. While the roar of 
heavy artillery echoed among the 
rubble of the town, which was cap- 
tured before dawn three days ago, 
52-year-old Capt. Allen Schauffer 
and his young assistant, Lt. Keith 
Erskine, established an _ Allied 
Military Government at the junc- 
tion of two highways to Rome. 

Two months ago Isernia had a 
population of 12,000. Today 236 
shabby, miserable civilians were 
sheltered in buildings that had 
been systematically vandalized by 
the Germans. 

With maniacal fury the enemy 
destroyed the interior and furnish- 
ing of every home here that 
Allied bombs had left standing. 
They looted every store and ware- 
house. They methodically smashed 
plumbing fixtures, fired bullets in- 
to windows and mirrors, ripped 
closets full of clothes to shreds 
and broke up furniture and pianos. 

They even went to the trouble of 
kicking to pieces toys in an ele 
mentary school. 

The German-hating civilians as- 
sert the enemy troops committed 
numerous crimes of rape before 
they evacuated Isernia two and @ 
half hours before Irish patrols en- 
tered the wrecked outskirts. The 
evidence concerning these crimes 
is being collected by Eighth Army 
Officers. 

The Mayor of Isernia_ told 
Schauffer the war cost the town 
2000 dead. The carabinieri com- 
mander estimated the dead at 1500, 
A priest said 1000.

Good Faith Among Nations 


The Moscow declarations set up what might be 
called the Four-Power Bureau of Standards. By 
it the world may measure the sincerity of all 
parties to the agreements in coming months. 

First the conferees, by their very meeting, 
established their quest: the democratic spirit of 
collective security. Then they worked out the 
formula by which it may be reached with the 
action taken on Italy, which rejected any com- 
promise with Fascism in these words: 


Allied policy toward Italy must be based 
upon the fundamental principle that Fascism 
and all its evil influence and configuration 
shall be completely destroyed and that the 
Italian people shall be given every opportunity 
to re-establish democratic government. 


In committing themselves for popular rule in 
the case of Italy, the Moscow policy-makers 
established a norm for cases to come—cases 
already clamoring for attention as steel clashes 
in the pine-sweet mountains of Slovenia, on the 
Dinaric crags frowning toward the Adriatic, in 
the caves and hills and hide-aways of Thessaly 
and in conspiratorial Cairo as kings cling to 
their thrones. 

The anti-Fascist, pro-democratic 
that was proclaimed in the hulking shadow of the 
Kremlin is a unit of measure. 

Will this standard be applied to France, un- 
deniably, and with spirit, led by De Gaulle? Will 
it be applied to Greece, where a spineless ruler 
is unwelcome, and to Yugoslavia, where the old 
order already changes by the chemistry of oppres- 
sion, conflicting nationalities and the will of 
desperate men? Will it be the measure by which 
the precarious, Janus-faced government of Spain 
is tolerated? Will it mean further stiffening 
of United States policy toward the dictatorship 
of Argentina, and less encouragement to the 
anti-democratic holders of power in Paraguay and 
Peru? Will each partner in the new firm of 
European Freedom, Inc., keep the trust of the 


- others by standing aloof from pressure on far 


right or far left? 

There will be totality of action through such 
bodies as the Mediterranean Commission, the 
three-power commission that will sit in London. 
But will there be, within each nation’s sphere 
of sovereign and independent action, any weaken- 
ing of the great principle embraced in Moscow? 

. s . 

The essential moral bases of collective security, 
as well as its practical fruition in the world of 
peace to come, are thus delicately balanced. Any 
one of the four nations can reduce the historic 
Moscow declarations to chaff, scattered on the 
same old winds of conflict, by breaking faith with 
the standard they have established. : 

Faith has been rarely kept in the modern world. 
With such heartening exceptions as the commis- 
sions of the League of Nations, United States 
relations with Canada, the society of American 
republics that has been gradually strengthened 
since 1889, especially by declarations of good 
neighborliness in recent years—save for such as 
these, most agreements between nations have been 
made in hope and ended in dishonor since the 
doctrines of Machiavelli brought duplicity into 
fashion. 

Men like Rousseau and Jefferson, Thoreau and 
Garrison, Hegel and Locke had their dreams or 
programs for the moral and spiritual enlighten- 
ment to help man use his technical civilization 
wisely, It is with their old idealism, and a new, 
cool practicality born of disillusionment, that we 
now look to the democratic principle backed by 
force as the hope of the world. . 

There is proof that it can work. In our nation, 
states that have been in conflict are united. It 
is thus with the cantons of Switzerland; with 
Wales, Britain and Scotland. Force of some sort 
has welded such families together; democracy has 
been the tie that binds, 


principle — 


It is, again, the faith of democracy, spurning 
what is predatory, championing human liberties, 
that has been the keystone of all successful 
international action. When democracy was at 
work in principle, and when a majority of the 
nations so agreeing were dominated by it, har- 
mony was a will-o’-the-wisp no longer. The Scan- 
dinavian countries found it their open road to 
peace and common economic purpose. It is mak- 
ing of this hemisphere a family of nations which 
—without sacrifice of sovereign rights—will brook 
no larceny or vandalism in their continental 
community. 

Democracy, then, has been the measure, the 
standard, the norm of past successes in controlling 
what Robert Burns called “man’s inhumanity to 
man,” and lack of it the formula for discord, 
When a “strong man” ruled—a Hitler or a Tojo 
or a Mussolini, a Mannerheim or a Pulsudski or 
a Metaxas or Regent Prince Paul—whether or not 
he used a regal pawn in his game of oppression, 
human dignity died at home. If the nation was 
strong enough, it went to war, powered and ban- 
nered by nationalistic slogans. ,... “Lebensraum!” 
» » « “Tomorrow, the world!” ... “Banzai!” .., 
The old, unholy Roman try of “Empire!” If the 
nation was a weakling, its domestic strength-was 
founded on the tomb of civil rights, and its foreign 
policy that of leaning on someone stronger. 

Yugoslavia and Greece clung to Britain. 
Rumania, Bulgaria, Hungary and Finland fell or 
were pushed or pulled into the Nazi sphere. 
England and France were props for a dictatorial 
Poland. Spain ate with Germany and Italy from 
the Fascist platter. Only in nations ruled by 
their own people—the Scandinavian countries, 
valiant Czechoslovakia, fortress Switzerland— 
was democratic independence and dignity honored 
above any petty, dangerous ties. These nations 
are our reminder that when the people truly rule, 
the word of a government will be honored.

By the Four-Power Bureau of Standards, then, 
and by the iron lessons of the past and present, 
the formula for complete victory and stanch peace 
was established in Moscow. That formula: Col- 
lective security, no compromise with Fascism, 
Day by day, in the laboratories of national polity, 
the ingredients must be put together, the formula 
made to work. 

Now that the principle has been established, 
we can act with new purpose and with a longer 
view as to the aims of the war. Its application 
may be interrupted by the implacable exigencies 
of military expediency, such as forced upon our 
commanders in the Darlan deal, In his new book 
on North Africa, the Britisher Guy Ramsey, no 
lover of Darlanism or of Petain, sympathetically 
quotes Gen, Eisenhower as saying: 


I’m sick to death of this God-damned 
political question. I played ball with. Darlan 
because it would take me 10 divisions to hold 
my lines of communication open if I didn’t— 
and I couldn’t get 10 divisiong here in a year 
while I’m fighting this war, 


This explosive statement hag the ring of com- 
plete sincerity and of a bluff soldierly impatience 
with poorly-informed criticism, It makes it easy to 
believe that Eisenhower is thinking only in terms 
of absolute military necessity and is not lending 
himself to any pro-Fascist pattern. But there 
have been other flirtations with Fascism not so 
easily explained, and it is these which will be 
scrutinized anew in the light of the Moscow dec- 
laration., 

Secretary Hull has helped formulate, the Sen- 
ate and the people have acclaimed what might be 
called the higher expediency—the expediency of 
a lofty principle of collective security and anti- 
Fascism which gives fresh moral impetus to the 
war. It is for the people to be vigilant that it 
is practiced, day after day, with democratic faith 
and modern realism, 


Now for a Slot Machine Clean-Up 


Quite a difference of opinion has developed 
among Police Board members on the subject of 
gambling machines, and as a result there is rea- 
son to hope that something is going to be done 
about (1) the flagrant operation of these illegal 
devices in St. Louis, and (2) the possible rela- 
tions of police officers to such operations. 

The original statement of Edwin E. Huffman, 
president of the board, was in the traditional pat- 
tern of “The police can do no wrong” that has 
often proved the last word. The police had found a 
lot of machines, Col. Huffman said, Thef couldn't 
find more because the machines are constantly 
being moved around, and because the police force 
is too small, Besides, it’s pretty discouraging when 
prosecutors and grand juries fail to act. 

Louis Shifrin, a board member, takes no such 
view. It’s the duty of the police to put down 
gambling, he says, regardless of what any other 
official body does. Policemen will have to ex- 
plain in writing why they failed to find machines 
that were readily discovered by Post-Dispatch re- 
porters. Thomas F, Muldoon, another board mem- 
ber, backs up Shifrin’s stand. Col Huffman has 
come along with a denial that the police are dis- 
couraged, and Chief Mitchell says he hag no com- 
plaint about the Circuit Atterney’s doings. 

So it appears that all is in readiness for both 
investigation and action, with at least two Police 
Board members resolved that whitewash on gen- 
eral principles isn’t the best policy. 
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Attacks on the Secrecy Rule 

Public opinion agaipst the Board of Education’s 
secrecy rule has developed so swiftly and s0 
strongly that it is difficult to see how the policy 
can be maintained, if the board majority has 
any respect at all for the rights of citizens. 

Latest to take up arms against the star cham- 
ber methods’ is the St. Louis Teachers’ Cp-opera- 
tive Council, whose representatives were denied 
admittance to a recent meeting of the board's 
Instruction Committee. The teachers have a 
very natural feeling that they should be permitted 
to attend meetings where matters affecting them 
are discussed. And since the public’s business is 
discussed at all committee sessions, the con- 
tinued barring of newspaper reporters 
that the public learns only what board members 
choose to tell after the meetings are over, 

Several organizations—including the Public 
Education Association, the Women’s Chamber 
of Commerce and the League of Women Vot- 
ers—have adopted resolutions urging the rule 
be abolished. As the first-named group says in

its protest, “There is nothing private about a 
public school system. It belongs to the people.” 
Then what justification can there be for barring 
the public from committee meetings? Several 
board members have announced that they will 
move for reconsideration of the rule at the next 
regular meeting, tonight. It is high time that this 
undemocratic and dangerous policy be abandoned.

Next Year’s Outlook for Tires

Most hopeful prospect is 30 million new casings for 30 million 
motorists, Washington writer says; plenty of synthetic material, 
but fabricating facilities are short; deficiencies in quality are 
being overcome; conservation of present rubber supply is essential,

The :biggest home-front story for 1944 
will probably be written about tires. To- 
day, it is a subject surrounded by many 
uncertainties, and no one attempts to sup- 
ply the final answer to 30 million motorists 
whose treads are wearing dangerously near 
the fabric. 

If all plans work out satisfactorily, the 
Rubber Administration believes the country 
will be able to squeeze through next year. 
But that is assuming critical materials 
for the production of machines and equip- 
ment for the synthetic tire plants will be 
made available in adequate quantities, and 
that military demands do not exceed pres- 
ent expectations, 


The Rubber Administration’s production 
goal for 1944 is 30 million tires. But neither 
the Government representatives nor the 
heads of the rubber industry believe that 
figure will be reached. The big question 
is whether the tire factories can be equipped 
rapidly enough to do the job. There seems 
to be plenty of butadiene, the basic prod- 
uct from which synthetic rubber is made, 
But most of the pre-war rubber factories 
have been converted to the manufacture 
of guns and other war materials. 


Equipment Is Still Needed 


At present 75 per cent of the synthetic 
rubber plants are completed, representing 
90 per cent of the construction work. But 
the task ahead is largely one of re-equip- 
ping the tire factories with machines need- 
ed to make the new synthetic tires. 


Another question for the motorists is 
gasoline. The military is using one-third 
of the domestic production, and next year 
it is estimated this will reach 37 per cent. 
But there will probably be a sufficient 
supply of gasoline on the present rationing 
basis for the tires that will be serviceable 
this time next year. 


In every informed quarter, the admoni- 
tion is heard to conserve the present rub- 
ber on wheels with utmost care. A most 
serious problem, if the war in Europe 
continues through next year, will be heavy 
duty tires for trucks and busses. Crude 
rubber is required for -these. The stock 
pile of imported crude is diminishing, and 
probably not more than one-tenth the total 
rubber needs of this country will be avail- 
able in 1944 from Latin America, Ceylon 
and the few sources remaining from which 
natural rubber can be obtained, 


A Mayor's Sad Experience 


Inquiries about the quality of the new 
synthetic tires were started by the Star’s 
correspondent as a result of the experience 
of Mayor John B. Gage of Kansas City. 
He reported two new tires deteriorated 
rapidly as a result of brief spinning of 
the wheels of his motor car. The tread 
softened up so that the rubber came off 
on his hands, 


From both the rubber industry and the 
Rubber Administration, the answer was 
that Mayor Gage probably had been sold 
inferior tires, some that had been made 
early this year. Tires made later from 
synthetic rubber, it was reported, have 
proved more durable than the first. Vir- 
tually no complaints have been received 
concerning the quality of the latest ersatz 
rubber. The Rubber Administration has 
requested the public to report to it un- 


serviceable synthetic tires in order that a 
check may be made to discover the cause 
of the imperfections. 


The rubber industry says frankly that 
tires made from synthetic rubber are not 
as serviceable as those manufactured from 
crude. But the manufacturers believe now 
they have overcome the early handicaps, 
and the tires today are as nearly perfect 
as the basic materials permit. 


In creating this vast new industry, two 
problems were faced—first, one of chem- 
istry, in producing tMe basic materials from 
petroleum and alcohol; second, the actual 
fabrication of the tires. The early tires 
were subject to chipping, and the tread 
frequently separated from the casing. 


For speeds up to 35 miles an hour, and 
with the use of reasonable care, a repre- 
sentative of the rubber industry asserts, 
the latest synthetic tires are as efficient 
as those made from the natural rubber. 
The public is reminded the synthetic in- 
dustry is new, and rubber: was produced 
to meet a war emergency. It was pointed 
out the motorist cannot drive 70 to 90 
miles an hour with synthetic tires, as he 
did with those made of the crude rubber, 
and cannot expect to get 25,000 or 30,000 
miles from a set of tires. Synthetic tires, 
it was said, should last for 10,000 miles or 
more with careful driving, 


Delay on Heavy Tires 


Production of heavy-duty tires for trucks 
and busses from the natural rubber will not 
start for nine months or more, according to 
the Rubber Administration. The rayon cord 
tires will be made in plants authorized by 
the WPB within the last month. Meanwhile, 
the ODT is restricting the use of trucks 
and busses to conserve the precious stock 
pile of natural rubber, which in the United 
States and Canada last June totaled about 
443,000 long tons. The manufacture of heavy 
military equipment also draws heavily on 
the decreasing supply of natural crude. 


Five of the largest tire companies are in 
Akron, and one has its main plant in De- 
troit. The rubber manufacturers have been 
desirous of decentralizing the industry, go- 
ing principally to the Southwest near the 
source of materials. Texas has become the 
largest center for the production of syn- 
thetic rubber, 


The labor unions are opposed to decen- 
tralization, They point to the lower wage 
scales in the South, and in Texas, to the 
anti-labor laws. The manufacturers say 
there is no more room in Akron for ex- 
pansion. It ig still a question whether the 
new synthetic time industry will spread to 
the South and West.

“And So to Bedlam,” by Marguerite Lyon. (Botte 

Merrill Co., Indianapolis.) 

With the aid of Hollywood and hearsay, 
the average person pictures the advertis 
ing profession ag the glamazon of all busi- 
nesses. Advertising executives are pictured 
as spending their days in a streamlined 
maze of beige lounges, dusty-rose walis 
and bamboo blinds in a sixty-eighth story 
suite. Their secretaries, or Wwomen-in- 
advertising associates, are usually in clos® 
fitting dull black, with white accents and 
pale gold tresses, and dash in and out of 
60-by-60 offices with color sketches of an 
advertising campaign smartly tuckéd under 
the arm and of just the right brilliance te 
blend with the scheme. Those who harbor 
such illusions should read this book and 
let Marge Lyon give them the loWdown. 

Marge Lyon is a copy-writer, which she 
defines as “an individual who puts one 
word after another.” But she makes it 
clear that this in no disparaging definition 
for, as a copy-writing friend once said, 
“The mere number of subjects and skills 
in which we need mastery is impressive 
and beyond a lifetime's encompassment, 
I have tried listing them and find that 
they would make a four-year school cur 
riculum comparable to that for a doctor's 
or lawyer's degree.”

And after her 
highly amusing stories are told, this 
modest®and accOmplished person says that 
she has “a feeling that someone much 
more clever, much more important to the 
profession of advertising as a whole, 
should give to the world a really great 
book on the subject.” 

Those who have been close to the ad 
vertising profession for years will enjoy 
the book. It should be classed as a must 
for those youngsters who are thinking 
about following advertising as a profes 
sion.

cise police powers, if necessary by 
military force. 

2. Recognition of the fact that 
the “earliest practical date” for 
setting up the international or- 
ganization is today—and that each 
further day wasted will make the 
task more difficult. 

3. Extending to the French 
Committee of Liberation of the 
same status as the other United 
Nations, less recognition as a le- 
gally constituted government.

SAYS PROFESSOR QUIT 


Asserts Philosophy Teacher 
Refused to Let University 
See Talks in Advance. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. Nov. 9 
(AP).—Dr. Francis E. McMahon, 
associate professor of philosophy 
at Notre Dame University, with- 
drew from the faculty because he 
did not want to co-operate in the 
university’s efforts to keep sepa- 
rate the views of the university 
and its faculty, the Rev, J. Hugh 
O’Donnell, C. S. C., president of 
the university, said in a statement 
yesterday. , 

The statement was made in re- 
ply to charges by Prof. McMahon 
that he .had been discharged be- 
cause the university “believed my 
efforts to win the war and the 
peace have harmed the good name 
of the university.” 

Prof. McMahon said he had re- 
fused to submit to a university or- 
der that he exhibit for appreval 
all speeches prior to delivery, be- 
cause he termed such condition a 
violation of the principles of ‘free 
speech and of academic freedom.” 

Denies Violation of Freedom. 

In reply to these charges Presi- 
dent O’Donnell said: 

“Obviously, there is no intent 
to violate freedom of speech or 
academic freedom, rightly under- 
stood, by an institution which has 
sponsored them for 100 years. 

“Obviously, vigorous and pru- 
dent efforts to win the war and 
the peace are not out of harmony 
with the policies of an institution 
which is noted for its patriotism 
and which is today devoting three- 
fourths of its energies and facili- 
ties to the war effort.” 

Referring to the withdrawal of 
Prof. McMahon from the faculty, 
he pointed out that, “a rising vol- 
ume of protests” had necessitated 
separation of the university's 
views on “controversial matters” 
from those expressed by Prof, Mc- 
Mahon. 

Nazism vs. Communism, 

In attempting to do this, the 
university had asked Prof. McMa- 
hon to co-operate by submitting a 
list of speaking engagements, an 
account of press releases, and the 
contents of addresses “‘so that pre- 
cautions might be suggested by 
the university administration for 
separating its name and influence 
from Dr. McMahon’s position. Dr. 
McMahon chose to withdraw from 
the faculty rather than to co-oper- 
ate in employing the precautionary 
procedure suggested.” 

Prof. McMahon, asserting that 
he had been discharged, said: “The 
specific accusations are somewhat 
vague. It was pointed out to me, 
however, that I had called Franco 
(Gen, Franco of Spain) a Fascist 
and that I had declared that Com- 
munism in recent years has been 
a minor menace compared to Na- 
zism.”

COUNTY BRIDGE 10 BE 
DELAYED UNTIL SPRING 


Illinois Side of Span Near 
Barracks Cannot Be Com- 
pleted This Year. 


Opening of the highway toll 
bridge which St. Louis County has 
been building across the Missis- 
sippi River near Jefferson Bar- 
racks will be delayed until next 
spring, when Illinois is expected 
to have completed the eastern ap- 
proaches to the $2,600,000 struc- 
ture, it was announced today by 
Presiding Judge Luman F,. Mat- 
thews of the County Court. 

Filling and grading of the ap~ 
proaches will be finished about 
Dec. 1, members of a county dele- 
gation were told yesterday at 
Springfield, Ill., by Chief Engineer 
W. W. Polk of the Illinois High- 
way Department, but the roadway 
will not be usable until the pave- 
ment is laid. This cannot be 
started until early next spring, he 
added. 

County officials who met with 
Polk agreed to the use of concrete 
instead of steel in an overpass 
over three railroad tracks which 
the Illinois approach wil} cross, 
The change was made necessary 
by the wartime restriction on the 
use of steel, Judge Matthews said. 
Others attending the conference 
were Judges Arthur W. Schmid 
and Henry W. J. Rott, County 
Counselor Erwin F. Vetter. and 
. R. Grant, engineer in charge 
of construction. 

Except for some painting on 
parts of the bridge and some 
shoulder work on the Missouri ape 
proach, the structure and its weste 
ern approach are completed, 
Grant said.

Stanton referred to his statement 
at Civil Aeronautics Board hear- 
ings on local feeder pickup airline 
services five weeks ago. He said: 


“Tl would suggest for considera- 
tion something like a three-way 
classification of services. For ex- 
ample, there would be the major 
transcontinental services, north 
and south as well as east and west. 
Examples are the through-services 
of TWA, United, American, East- 
ern and Chicago and Southern. 


“In a second class I would place 
services designed for smaller cities 
lying between large cities. Such a 
service could link up the smaller 
cities in the Mississippi Valley. 


May Serve Smaller Cities. 


“Thus, a route between St. Louis 
and New Orleans might be de- 
signed to serve such places as 
Baton Rouge, Natchez, Vicksburg, 
Arkansas City and Cairo, And it 
might continue farther north into 
Chicago, but still serving the 
smaller cities. The certificate for 
this service might be held by Chi- 
cago and Southern, in addition to 
its certificate for trunk line oper- 
ations between the two terminals, 
or by any other organization, In 
either case the certificate holder 
would have to provide equipment 
and service suitable for small-city 
traffic. 


“The third class of service might 
be designed to serve one or more 
series of small cities extending 
spoke-wise from a large city, with 
no large terminal city at the far 
end of the series. 


“With the expansion of air trans- 
port, development of airport, air- 
way and related facilities will 
have to proceed apace, These fa- 
cilities are critical. 


“It has long been the policy of 
the Federal Government to pro- 
vide the airways and to assist 
local and State Governments in 
the planning, and more recently, 
in the financing of airports. I 
think the .Federal Government 
may have to extend its activities 
with respect to airports, particu- 
larly in the direction of establish- 
ing and financing, a Federal aid 
program.” 


Stanton said the CAA had made 
a preliminary engineering study of 
needs to determine approximately 
the size of the job before it. One 
of the most striking results of this 
study, he added, was to show a 
relatively small number of stops 
were required to obtain a high 
population and geographic cover- 
age. 

“Of our 1940 population of 130,- 
000,000,” he said, “63,000,000, or al- 
most 48 per cent, are bunched up 
into 140 metropolitan areas, each 
representing the population clus- 
tered around a city or cities of 
50,000 or more. Therefore, if we 
disregard the possibility of mul- 
tiple air stations at the very large 
places, 140 airports would be 
enough to serve almost half the 
population. 


“To obtain a very high popula- 
tion coverage—about 90 per cent 
of the urban population—cities of 
10,000 and upward, not included in 
the metropolitan districts, should 
have direct air service or be with- 
in 15 highway miles of an airport. 
About 460 additional airports would 
do this job. 


“Thus, about 600 airports would 
be sufficient to serve over 90 per 
cent of the urban population and 
probably at least 20 per cent of the 
rural population, Even so, this 
would leave many smaller places 
very long distances from an air 
station. To put every urban place 
with population of less than 10,000 
within 50 miles of an airport would 
require some 250 more landing 
fields. This would provide very 
complete geographic coverage.” 


Many Have Facilities. 


Summarizing, Stanton pointed 
out that less than 600 new stops 
would be needed, since 2738 are al- 
ready authorized, of which 12 are 
in rural territory. 

“We would not,” he continued, 
“have to start from scratch to ob- 
tain the necessary facilities for 
these 850 air stations. A _ large 
number of stations already have 
most or all of the necessary in- 
stallations. 

“The cost to improve existing 
airports and to construct new ones 
where necessary would run around 
215 million dollars, This is com- 
puted on the basis of Class II air- 
ports for most of the smaller 
places. It includes the cost of ad- 
ministration buildings, paved run- 
ways and minimum lighting for 
night contact operations.” 

In addition, Stanton said, about 
12 million dollars more would be 
required to install additional radio 
ranges, weather reporting and 
communication equipment and air- 
port traffic control towers, making 
instrument landings possible at 
each population cluster of 25,000 
or more. Hence, he placed total 
cost at 227 million dollars. 

“The airplane has an essential 
job to perform and it will do this 
by supplementing and not by sup- 
planting other forms of transpor- 
tation,” Stanton asserted. “In its 
own proper field, however, the fu- 
ture of the plane, either as a form 
of transportation or as a pleasure 
craft, is practically boundless.” 


1100 CONSTRUCTION WORKERS

is organized so effectively that the 
families of members forced to flee 
receive regular compensation. 
Nearly every underground has 
someone working in or close to 
the Gestapo. The Germans had to 
purge the Norwegian police in Au- 
gust to clean out underground 
agents. 


Problem of Food. 


Germany siphons from the occu- 
pied countries nearly all the food- 
stuffs available. Meat is a rare 
dish in any part of Europe. The 
Wehrmacht gets what little is 
available. Inside Germany, the 
means are skimpy, but the Ger- 
mans eat better than the other 
peoples of Europe. Many of them 
don’t complain because they believe 
Paul Joseph Goebbels’ propaganda. 


One German woman told a 
French war prisoner who recently 
escaped to Sweden that “the Eng- 
lish bomb us terribly because they 
have nothing to eat at home. They, 
must try to end the war as soon 
as possible.” 

The Germans have organized 
food distribution efficiently, con- 
sidering that they must now feed 
at least 12,000,000 more persons 
than they did in 1939, due to the 
influx of foreign workers and the 
expansion of the Reich itself, 
The prospects for Germany now 
look worse, however, owing to the 
loss of the Ukraine. This year’s 
harvest of Germany’s principal 
food—potatoes—is poor, and in 
general its agricultural production 
is about 25 per cent under that of 
1939. 

Food conditions, as bad as they 
are, are still better for Germany 
than in 1918, and that factor must 
be taken into consideration in es- 
timating the war’s length, 


Much Bartering. 

A tremendous barter business 
goes on in Germany. Soldiers on 
leave from the Eastern Front be- 
gan selling gins for food to such 
an extent that the Army estab- 
lished a depot where they checked 
their guns. 

While the people have been able 
to fill food rations, only bombed- 
out persons qualify for clothing 
now, and they get only bare ne- 
cessities. Clothing and fuel short- 
ages combined may precipitate an 
even more acute health situation. 
Hundreds of persons live in base- 
ment caves or bomb-wrecked 
homes. Thousands of the 6,700,000 
homeless bomb victims live in 
damaged houses where only lum- 
ber is available to cover shattered 
window openings. 

Nazi leaders announced recently 
that no Germans could repair their 
homes until after the war due to 
the lack of materials. Vital ap- 
plications for building repairs must 
be handled by not fewer than 93 
officials or bureaus. 

Bombed-out people who are un- 
able to find homes with relatives 
or other Germans are housed in 
pre-fabricated barraaks-like struc- 
tures which can be_ erected in 
bombed districts within’ eight 
hours. 


New Caste System. 


Hitler tried to eliminate class 
differences in Germany, but the 
bombings have built up a new class 
distinction—Germans bombed out 
of their homes and Germans un- 
touched by the bomb war, but 
forced to share their accommoda- 
tions, 

The share-the-home plan doesn’t 
always meet enthusiastic response 
from the hosts. There are also ob- 
jections to foreign workers. Shifts 


of industry have complicated the 
housing problem, Hanoverians 
moved south and may have to 
move somewhere else, now that the 
“little Ruhr” area is within range 
of the Allied bombers based in 
Roggia, Italy. Miners from Bochum 
in the Ruhr had been transferred 
to Stalino, but had to move back 
when the Germans lost that mining 
area before the Russian summer 
attack. 

The bomb war has given mil- 
liong of Germans hell, and may 
have repercussions when Allied 
soldiers march into the Reich. The 
constant air raids shatter the: 
nerves of the people. In the Ruhr 
area alone there ware 700 alarms 
in three years ending Aug. 5, 1943, 
most of them in the last 15 months. 
Cities like Essen, Dusseldorf, 
Hamburg and Hanover virtually 
exist no longer. 


Complete air raid casualty fig- 
ures are unavailable. Deaths in 
Hamburg are reported to have ex- 
ceeded 50,000. 

Dr. Irma Hertz, Munich phy- 
sician, has reported the war is 
affecting the health of new-born 
babies. She said there was a 41 
per cent deficiency in weight and 
that the children were suffering 
from blood and neurotic ailments 
due to undernourishment and the 
mental anxiety of thelr mothers. 

The Nazi campaign for more 
and more children continues un- 
abated. Himmler established a 
marrying office for war invalids 
and appealed to women ‘‘of noble 
minds to sacrifice their lives for 
such men.” The 8, S. paper Das 
Schwarze Korps recently urged 
German mothers to bear more sons 
since “we shall need a mighty 
army again in 20 years.” 

This despite total mobilization 
for the war effort, including full 
utilization of women workers in 
heavy industries and in home 
plecework jobs, metal jobs, solder- 
ing and smaller jobs. 

The average German knows 
little of what is really happening 
in the world. Many do not believe 
Goebbels’ propaganda, but many 
of those who listen illegally to 
Allied news broadcasts think it 
is untruthful propaganda, too. 
Goebbels, on the whole, has been 
highly successful in enforcing a 
blackout on foreign information. 

The Germans at home flock to 
the movies and outdoor sports, 
including horse racing and soccer 
games, where thay can get relax- 
ation from war weariness. 

Newsreels, shows, zoos, recrea- 
tion parks and popular places for 
dancing are prohibited, but dancing 
schools are being formed to get 
around the bar. Jazz is verboten, 
but swing was the most popular 
form of music in places like Ham- 
burg and Dusseldorf before the 
bombings,

The only meat obtainable is pur- 
chased at the black market at 
staggering prices, such as approxi- 
mately $5 a pound. The sale 
naturally is uncontrolled, and for 
that reason a roaring trade is 
done with meat from ailing ani- 
mals or livestock which has died 
of illness. 

Fish is rare. The civilian popu- 
lation along the Tyrrhenian Sea 
was evacuated by the Germans in 
order more easily to defend the 
coastline against Allied landings. 
Consequently fishing stopped. 

When we left Rome by automo- 
bile the last train to the north had 
returned to the capital a few days 
earlier without even reaching Filor- 
ence after being bombed 18 hours 
following its departure. 


Apennine Bridges Mined. 


We traveled a roundabout way 
on the least frequented roads. Our 
two cars had diplomatic license 
plates and large Swedish flags on 
the roofs. 

Late at night we passed through 
Assisi, where everything was peace- 
ful, and arrived in Florence. Dur- 
ing the night we heard firing 
across the Arno River between 
German guards outside a hotel 
and unknown opponents taking 
cover behind the parapets of the 
Ponte Vecchio bridge. In the morn- 
ing nobody could tell us what had 
happened. 

We went on toward the Apen- 
nines at dawn. There are 12 dif- 
ferent roads across this range and 
to spare our engines we chose the 
easiest—though it is tough enough. 

‘At 3000 feet we ran into clouds 
and drove slowly up the winding 
road toward Futa Pass between 
Florence and Bologna. This road 

rosses innumerable bridges over 
_ oe all chasms, and we could see 
every one had been mined by the 
Germans. There also were Ger- 
mans at the summit of the pass. 

It was obvious that once the 
bridges of Futa Pass were blown 
up one of the easiest roads across 
the Apennines would be impassable 
for mechanized troops from the 
south, particularly if the wrecked 
bridges were held under artillery 
fire from strategic mountain posi- 
tions. 

If the Germans are trying to 
barricade off Northern Italy at the 
summit of the Apennines, then 
without doubt they have great 
prospects of success. The position 
is made all the stronger by the 
fact that it is impossible to out- 
flank it by landings in the rear. 

At the top of Futa Pass, while 
awaiting repairs, we lunched at a 
roadside inn on macaroni made 
from the finest white flour, eggs, 
chicken and pigeons roasted over 
an open fire in our presence. 

We had cheese, grapes, apples 
and pears—all washed down with 
fine Chianti. We had entered the 
area of plenty in Northern ly. 

Up there people are eating all 
their stocks of food as though 
every day were their last. They 
would rather starve than see the 
Germans remove their food and 
wines. We found the same abund- 
ance of food in Reggio Emilia,

Long 
Live Hitler,” which Communists 
had changed with red paint to

German placards which ask 
Italian workers to join the Todt 
organization had been crossed out 
‘with an enormous “No” in black 
paint. 
| One sees all over the place white 
chalk slogans like: “Long live the 
King, long live Badoglio, down 
'with the Fascist swine, death to 
‘the Germans, long live England, 
long live the British.” The Fascists 
spend much time in the day eras- 
ing the slogans, which are re- 
stored every night. 

On the remaining walls of La 
Scala opera house, which was hit 
by a bomb and damaged badly, 
large signs were put up during 
the Badoglio administration, read- 
ing: “Long live (Arturo) Tosca- 
'nini (famed conductor). We want 
Toscanini back again.” These also 
are restored nightly after being 
painted out in the day by the 
Fascists.

Coming to Northwestern in 1935, 
Waldorf has the lofgest tenure of 
service of any wildcat grid coast.

Waldorf, the eldest of four son 
of the late Bishop Ernest L. Wal- 
dorf of the Methodist Church, be- 
gan his coaching career in 1925 aft- 
er graduating from Syracuse Uni- 
versity.

IDEALLY, A LEAGUE of Nations would be wonderful, but 
there are several psychological reasons why it will be difficult 
for such a system to work successfully. In the first place, not 
all the large and powerful nations of the world subscribe to 
the Golden Rule principle in ethics. Instead, many of them 
follow the jungle law that “might makes right.” Banded to- 
gether in such a federation of pagan allies, generous Uncle 
Sam may find a lion or tiger on his back at any moment. ‘The 
gentle sheep cannot safely lie down with the tiger and the lion, 
the wolf and the bear! A successful League of Nations de- 
mands a federation of peoples who subscribe to the same code 
of ethics and who possess the same type of national conscience, 
Uncle Sam’s conscience is essentially a Christian conscience. 
It makes him practice the Good Samaritan technique and the 
Golden Rule. He stands almost alone among world powers as 
regards such altruism,

BUT HOW MANY world powers in a proposed League of 
Nations will be like Uncle Sam? Our 48 United States have 
successfully banded together in a league, true enough, but in 
all of them we find the same language and essential social 
customs, the same public school system and the same frequency 
of church spires in every hamlet as well as metropolis. These 
48 states are psychologically homogeneous. Théy all nominally 
subscribe to the Golden Rule code, Gallantly step aside for 
one of these neighbors and he will likely reciprocate your cour- 
tesy, for his moral code is the same as yours. Do so for certain 
other types of nation, and you'll get a stiletto in your back or 
a dagger in your throat for your reward. Remember this, 
gallantry usually breeds gallantry ONLY among people schooled 
in the same ethical system! Try to be gallant to a lion or a 
tiger, and you'll be gobbled up immediately. Your very gener- 
osity will be capitalized upon to your own hurt. You have 
heard how the Japanese utilized white flags of truce to deceive 
our gallant American troops!

butter; add one-half cup water, 
cover, simmer 20° to 30 minutes; if 
needed, add more water. Boiled 
rice: one cup raw rice, cooked. 
Buttered green beans: one pound 
beans, cooked, seasoned, butter or 
margarine, Bread: eight slices, 
enriched.

HOLDING THE BAG. 
Aw ARBOR: What is the 


source of the expression, 
“Holding the bag?”—A. G. B, 

Answer: The exact origin is lost 
in antiquity, for, contrary to com- 
—_ belief, the expression is very 
old, 

One columnist-turned - word - ex- 
pert attempts to trace the phrase 
to the old “snipe hunting” hoax 
practiced on “city fellers” by small- 
town boys. But such a theory has 
no foundation, for I have traced 
the expression as far back as the 
early 1600’s. Cervantes used it in 
Don Quixote (1605): “She'll give 
Camacho the bag to hold.” 

To “give one the bag” was a 
common idiom in England, too. 
The original meaning was “to 
leave without warning.” In 1592, 
the English writer, Robert Green, 
wrote, “To give your masters the 
bag.” In 1607, Denker and Webster 
wrote, “I fear our oares have given 
us the bag.” In 1647, the same au- 
thor wrote, “He, being sometime 
an appreritice on London bridge, 
gave his master the bag.” 

In 1787, Philip Freneau ex- 
plained that to give one the bag 
was an expression common among 
American seamen. It had the 
meaning: “to abscond or skip out 
of the way.” 

Since the “snipe hunt,” like the 
ribald joke of “pulling the badger,” 
is strictly an American invention, 
use of “holding the bag” as a pop- 
ular expreasion more than three 
centuries ago in England and 
Europe disproves the “snipe hunt- 


ing” theory.

NE of the most difficult details to write about, because the 
0 wrong usage has become habitual in many localities, is 
the subject of this letter: 

“What is the correct way to introduce our clergyman and 
what is the correct way to speak to him?

Addressing a clergyman “Good evening, Reverend” is heard 
in many localities, but it is not according to etiquette, ever. If 
the clergyman is a D.D. you should call him Dr. Brown—if not, 
you call him Mr. Brown, or perhaps Pastor, 
bim, you may say “The Reverend Mister Brown,” or, if you 
introduce him as Mr. Brown, you can add “our clergyman.” Or,

The Effect 
Of Weather 


On Diseases

HE FATHER of medicine, 

Hippocrates, paid a good deal 

of attention to the influence of 
the weather on disease. One of his 
works is called “Of Waters, Airs 
and Places.” He always insisted 
that his healing temples be placed 
in a salubrious. climate between 
mountains, sea and river. 

But when medicine got so scien- 
tific and germs were discovered as 
the definite cause of many dis- 
eases, the idea sort of got pushed 
into the background. There are 
only two men in the United States 
who write to any extent about 
the weather and human health— 
one is Dr. Clarence Mills, of Cin- 
cinnati, and the other, William F. 
Petersen, of Ann Arbor. 

Dr. Petersen has just published 
a fascinating book about “Lincoln, 
Douglas and the Weather as Des- 
tiny,” seeking to show that the 
weather changes that occurred 
during their lives Influenced their 
fortunes, their successes and their 
destines. He has been to an enor- 
mous amount of trouble to dig out 
old weather reports.

DURING THE FAMOUS Lin- 
coln-Douglas debates in the sum- 
mer of 1858 it can be noted that 
during the debates when Lincoln 
was most triumphant the weather 
was warm and hot—for instance, 
the Freeport Speech on Aug. 27. 

Now according to Dr, Petersen's 
theory, the two types of human 
body, as represented by Lincoln 
and Douglas respectively, react 
differently to hot and cold weath- 
er. Lincoln was the long, thin type 
with most of his blood in his in- 
ternal organs. When the weather 
got hot, the blood came out to the 
surface of his body and made him 
feel alive and well. Douglas, being 
of the broad type with his blood 
at the surface most of the time 
anyway, was made miserable by 
the surface congestion brought on 
by hot weather, couldn’t think 
clearly or speak impressively un- 
der such circumstances and cut a 
poor figure beside the brilliant ex- 
position of Lincoln, 

Such are the consequences of 
Mant as a Cosmic Resonator.

OTHER INCIDENTS of Lin- 
coln’s career are adduced to show 
this influence. The “fatal first” 
of January, 1841, was the day on 
which he broke his engagement to 
Mary Todd. The weather was cold 
and damp and Lincoln’s nature 
was not in the moag for love or 
marriage. When, then, was it 
likely that Mary Todd would be 
able to marry him? “In the good 
old summer time.” Which is just 
when she did. 

I do not know that I can sub- 
scribe to all of Dr. Petersen’s 
theories in detail. They are inter- 
esting and unquestionably show 
that there are meteorological des- 
tinies that shape our ends, rough 
hew them as we will. But we can 
do something about it too. It 
would be hard to think we could 
never rise even above the weath- 
er. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

J. I.: Is there any possible 
way in which I can increase my 
height either by a certain diet or 
exercise: I am 21 years old, five 
feet eight inches in height, all my 
brothers are six feet.

Thousands of Wartime Travelers, 
Shuffling From Town to Town, Tax 
Efforts of Welfare Agencies Here

HEN: historians get around 
W to the job of finding a name 

for the period encompassed 
by World War II, they will no 
doubt find their task beset with 
many difficulties. The situation 
on the home front, however, leaves 
room for only one choice, It 
should, without equivocation, be 
dubbed, “The Great Shuffle Pe- 
riod.” 

One has only to visit the near- 
est railway station, bus terminal 
or rental agency to be assured 
that this is true, Without taking 
into consideration the great num- 
bers of service men being trans- 
ferred from one point of the coun- 
try to another, it is still apparent 
that three-fourths of the popula- 
tion is on the move, The residents 
of What’s-Up, Wis., are going to 
Daytona Beach, Fla., and the peo- 
ple who used to live in Albu- 
querque, N. M., are going to try the 
air up around Wilkes Barre for a 
while. Of all these adventurers 
on the great Mighway of life and 
the railroads, it is not surprising 
to discover that the preponder- 
ance of the shuffling multitude 
are the wives and sweethearts of 
men in service, 

Nobody wishes to sit in judg- 
ment upon them. Their reasons 
for traveling are very understand- 
able. But many of the service 
agencies upon whom the shuffling 
female population have thrown 
their problems have found it in 
their hearts to wish that more 
precaution, preparation and prayer 
preceded some of these journeys.

T Aid and the Y. W. C. A, deal 

with hundreds of women each 
month who have found that the 
road following a service man is 
hard, and that home, even with- 
out a husband, has many advan- 
tages in war-time. 

The cases handled in: St. Louis 
are doubled and tripled in many 
centers where the housing problem 
is even more acute, But the gen- 
eral theme is the same all over 
the country—so many women with 
no previous knowledge, experience 
or training to fit them for the 
exigencies of war-time travel and 
war-time living in crowded mili- 
tary centers, 

It is not unusual, social workers 
say, to discover that some of the 
perplexed wives have never used @ 
dial telephone, sent a telegram, or 
boarded a street car. Many are 
experiencing their initial ride on a 
train. Few have any idea how to 
gauge living expenses in a strange 
community. Almost none of them 
anticipate how lonely is a new 
town when Pvt. Smith has only 
week-end privileges, and sometimes 
not that. 

The wives are not alw&ys re- 
sponsible for the decision to follow 
their husbands. Sometimes it’s the

man who thinks he can do a better 
jo for Uncle Sam if Jenny is 
near-by. Just ag often, however, 
the women will not listen to the 
warnings their husbands send, that 
Centerville, the only town within 
59 miles of the camp, is overcrowd- 
ed and unattractive. 

“We've never been separated,” 
the wives plead. “You can’t expect 
me to leave him now.” 


Recently, a young woman was 
brought to the Red .Cross for as- 
sistance. The wife of a service 
man, she had traveled across the 
country to visit her husband in 
California, because she suspected 
that he might be leaving shortly 
for overseas. She had started out 
with just enough money, but a 
thirty-hour delay @n route upset 
her plans. In addition to her 
money problem, she was suffering 
from an infected hand which was 
swollen to twice its normal size 
when she arrived in St. Louis. 
She had to have hospitalization, 
new train reservations and a loan 
before sife could go on to her 
home. 

The mother of five small chil- 
dren, who wandered into the Trav- 
elers’ Aid office for assistance re- 
cently, told a story of visiting her 
soldier husband in a southern 
camp, and losing her purse en 
route home. She had her ticket 
home, but no money for food for 
herself or the children. She proved 
more versatile, however, than the 
average traveler, Without waiting 
to secure a loan from the social 
worker, this resourceful mother 
toured the ladies’ rooms, display- 
ing her children and describing 
their plight, until she collected 
more than enough to feed them 
during the rest of the journey. 

Some of the traveling are newly 
married and chooge to follow their 
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husbands instead of staying home 
with Mom and Pop. Like the 
soldier and his bride of three days 
who arrived in town with five dol- 
lars between them. The man was 
faced with the problem of finding 
lodging for his wife, making ar- 
rangement for her food, and se- 
curing a loan for her until she 
would get her first allotment. The 
Y. W. C, A. helped the girl find a 
room, the Red Cross advanced a 
loan, but it seems doubtful that 
the girl can stick it out unless 
she gets a job, Withodt previous 
experience and no references, that 
isn’t as easy as it sounds. 
T ly bombarded by questions 
such as “Where can I get a 
room in a nice hotel near Jef- 
ferson Barracks for $2 a week?” 
“Where can I make my baby’s for- 
mula in Union Station?” “My hus- 
band said he was coming in today 
from California, What train do you 
suppose I ought to meet?” 

The Y. W. C. A. housing service 
for the families of men in the 
Army or Navy receive similar 
posers from the worried and wor- 
risome war wives. “Please help 
me find a five-room furnished 
house near Jefferson Barracks for 
$30 per month.” “Where can I 
find furnished rooms for light 
housekeeping in the southern part 
of St. Louis? I have three children 
and a dog.” “Will you help me 
find someone to stay with my baby 
when I get to St. Louis? I ama 
trained office worker and am sure 
I cap live near my husband and 
get a job if I can take care of 
the baby some way.” 

One couple with a ten-month-old 
baby appealed to the Travelers’ 
Aid to help them settle a family 
quarrel, The soldier didn’t have 
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enough money to take his wife and 
baby on to camp with him. He 
pointed out that they would be 
better off at home. The wife was 
equally insistent that she was com- 
ing with him, They deposited the 
baby at the Travelers’ Aid desk, 
and carried on a battle royal out- 
side the office. The wife won, 
But she was back through St. 
Louis in two weeks. “I had to 
learn the hard way,” she admitted. 


Sometimes the shuffling gals just 
like to travel. Two young girls, 
one married to a soldier, hitch- 
hiked from Northern Illinois, got 
stranded in St. Louis. The Red 
Cross wired the soldier in a south- 
ern camp, when the wife appealed 
for assistance. The answer came 
back that the man had no place 
for his wife to live, much less for 
her girl friend. But the ladies had 
felt the fascination of the road 
under their feet, and it took some 
doing to engineer them home 
again. 

Often the traveling wives, facing 
similar difficulties team up to help 
one another. Such is the case of 
Mrs. Brown, who came to St. Louis 
with her small boy to be near her 
husband, a newly-inducted Army 
private. In her search for inex- 
pensive living quarters, Mrs. 
Brown met another Army wife, an 
expectant mother. Together they 
moved into two small basement 
rooms. Now Mrs. Brown has a job 
and leaves her baby for her friend 
to care for. What will happen to 
Mrs, Brown’s job and to her baby 
when the fourth little tenant for 
the basement rooms arrive, they 
haven’t yet settled. 

“There’s no use worrying about 
things until you have to,” they 
say. Which may be pretty good 
philosophy, after all. 


Tactics Are 
A Factor in 
Making Bids

EGINNERS are properly 
taught to bid strictly in ac- 
cordance with their values. 
This is a hard enough lesson for 
them to learn, as beginners. When 
they become more experienced, 
however, they find (or should 
find) that there is a great deal 
more to bidding than the mere an- 
nouncement of aces and kings, or 
even distribution. There is also 
the vital matter of tactics. Let's 
look at a typical case from the 
tactical point of view, 
South, dealer.

outh had no trouble fulfilling 
his contract, but he had lots of 
trouble with his partner for not 
letting North get a crack at that 
two-heart overcall! 

It is easy to understand North’s 
disappointment over having been 
robbed of such a juicy plum, Sound 
defense against a two heart 
doubled contract would have given 
North-South 1100 points, which 
was about three times the value 
of their non-vulnerable game. And 
this leads us directly to our theme 
for today—the tactics or strategy 
of bidding, in contradistinction to 
re soundness of any individual 

South, holding a six-card suit, 
was academically justified in his 
rebid, but he showed little vision 
or judgment. He failed to give suf- 
ficient consideration to the vulnere 
ability and the part-score situation, 
On the score, there was a distinct 
chance that North’s “negative” no 
trump response was not negative 
at all—that North had deliberately 
selected that innocent sounding 
call to lure the opponents to de 
struction. Maybe that wasn’t the 
case; maybe North had been un- 
able to make a stronger response, 
Even then, who would South risk 
by passing the two heart call 
around for North’s consideration? 
North knew the score, too; would 
he tamely surrender to the heart 
bid if he thought there was any 
reasonable chance to go e? 
Om course not! And if North 
was too weak to take any action 
over two hearts, what assurance 
did South have that he could 
make two spades, for all his six- 
card suit? The obvious answegz 
is: no assurance. 

Thus, sound tactics dictated that 
South pass the two heart bid 
around for North’s decision.
